The calendar was prepared in 
conjunction with KNDE radio’s 
Dirty Picture Contest and 
contains 23 black and white 
photographs contrasting what 
man has done to desecrate the 
environment with the few 
beautiful and as yet untouched 
areas. Most of the pictures are of 
the Sacramento area. Many were 
taken by EIC board members 
when it was determined that 
some of the contest entries were 
not suitable for the calendar 

Steve Crowle, Executive 
Director of EIC, has indicated 
that the calendar will cost $1.50 
Crowle said that proceeds from 
its sale will greatly facilitate the 
center’s service to the 
community and help finance 
research in the environmental 
area. 

The 18x12” calendar 
includes an astrological sign for 
each month and is also a 
planning guide, with space at 
each date for annotations.

(creativity ; 7)Imani (Faith). 

Though the children 
participate in carrying out the 


harvesting 
festival 


entire celebration, the sixth 
night is especially for the adults. 
An African buffet and a drink 
from the unity cup highlight this 
evening. There will be food, 
drink, music, dance, jokes, 
stories, conversation, 
laughter —‘‘stone giggin” all night 
long. 

The seventh day, January 1, is 
the biggest feast of the 
celebration. It is the day for 
Imani (faith). And as this last 
principle is discussed everyone 
will commit himself to building 


a better community in the 
on-coming year. 
Unless someone establishes 


and leaves something positive for 
Black children, they will grow 
up as we with nothing in the 
way of cultural ties and with 
adequate love and respect for 
our people of the past. If Black 
people do not do it, no one else 
will. 

Kwanze is the holiday that we 
at Shule Jumamose are 
reclaiming. Established on 
reason, tradition, and need, it 
serves as a sign of 
self-determination and 
self-respect. Plans for this 
celebration are already in 
progress.

In an attempt to fill this 
information void, Kowitz and 
his students completed their 
study of toys and presented a 


TV show and published a 
“Parent's Buying Guide For 
Toys”. 

During the course of the 


project, the students found it 
impossible to specify dangers for 
every toy on the market 
Instead, the students have 
developed guidelines for parents 
to follow when purchasing toys 
for their children Kowitz 
emphasized that it is the parent’s 
responsibility to evaluate 
individual toys and determine 
any hazards. 

The first criteria offered by 
the students in judging a toy 
concerns labeling. The “Buying 
Guide” suggests to check the 
stated age level for which each 
toy is intended. In addition, 
parents should read the label for 
any toxicity, shock, heat or fire 
hazards 

A specific type of toy that 
parents are warned to avoid are 
missle ys. This category 


includes any toy that acts as a 
projectile such as arrows, darts 
or airplanes. According to the 
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project report, missle toys 
present the persistent danger of 
eye injuries. Kowitz noted that 
approximately 30,000 eye 
injuries were inflicted on 
children as a result of missle toys 
last year. 

Design is another concept 
parents should consider when 
purchasing toys. Parents should 
anticipate that toys can be 
abused by children in 
unpredictable ways. Toys that 
shatter or break easily, toys with 
scissor joints which may break 
fingers or toys that have sharp 
protruding edges should be 
avoided 


according to the 


that any paint used on a toy is 
of a lead free base. The “Buying 
Guide” indicates that imported 
toys present the greatest hazard 
of lead poisoning. 

Of the utmost importance is 
reminding parents of their final 
responsibility in choosing safe 
toys for their children. The 
students urge that parents 
should carefully test every toy 
and read all directions and labels 
“suspiciously” before giving it to 
a child. 

The students discovered that 
commercial toys always present 
a risk with “innumerable 
concealed hazards”. The 





“Buying Guide.” 

Toy electric ovens have 
become a favorite among little 
homemakers too young to use 
mother’s oven. FDA consumer 
specialist Una Woods suggests 
parents should avoid any type of 
toy that cooks. Studies indicate 
that some of the “toy” ovens are 
capabie of reaching temperatures 
of 300 degrees Farenheit. If this 
type of toy is purchased, the 
students in the toy project urge 
parents to insure that even the 


smallest hands could not 
possibly reach the heating 
elements. 


Toys for infants and toddlers 
should be given special attention 
according to the “Buying 
Guide”. Any toy that has sharp 
edges or presents a danger of 
ingestion should be avoided 
Parents are also urged to check 


alternative to commercial toys 
they suggest is to make toys 
y ourself When this is 
impossible, the students advise 
parents to stick with puzzles, 
games, arts and crafts and books 

One category of toys the 
project did not directly deal 
with were war toys. However, 
according to Kowitz, the 
number of war toys on the 
market is declining, although he 
added that there still is “a lot of 
junk” on toyshelves.

I am a black woman (the female part 
of an inter-racial marriage) who has seen a 
lot of life from about every perspective 
anyone could name. Suffice it to say, I 
know both black society and white 
society ins‘de out. Therefore, | am no 
Stranger to racism from either side (In 
other words, I have dined at the tables of 
both the oppressors and the oppressed.) 

Ironically enough my ex-husband was, 
from 1965 to 1970, a professor of 
electrical engineering at the University of 
California at Berkeley. So for five years I 
was one of the most “outrageous” faculty 
wives, very possibly in the entire history 
of faculty wives. I earned that distinction 
because (aside from, again, being a black 
woman married to a white professor) I 
had the audacity to speak my mind. For 
even though I was born and raised part of 
my life below the Mason-Dixon Line, I 
never did get the hang of bowing and 
scraping. My mother, like many 
unheralded heroic black women all over 
this land, taught all of her children to 
stand straight and walk proud. I knew 
black was beautiful when I was three 
years old because | was black and I was 
beautiful; my family told me so. 

My mother, as is true with most black 
mothers, prepared me for life. In other 
words I was taught social awareness, just 
as | was taught other skills necessary to 
being a woman. Oddly enough I was 
taught not to be bigoted or prejudiced 
towards the “white oppressor,” rather to 
view him as an individual since all whites 
(most of whom are as oppressed as 
blacks) are not out to denigrate black 
people, only those like Carol Barnes (who 
believes like Shockley) that there is such 
a thing as “white skin privilege.” 

Sylvia Porter (who writes a column 
which appears in the financial section of 
the Chronicle) reported about six months 
ago, that 97% of the people in this 
country (included in this are all races, 
ethnic groups etc.) earn less than $25,000 
per year. In other words, three per cent 


of this country’s total population own 
and control all the wealth. The rest of us, 
as George Jackson put it, are “wage 
slaves”. The whole country is just one 
gigantic company town; and with the 
false credit card economy most of us are 
forced to endure, we all “owe our souls 


The family of man 


to the company store”’. 

I think one of the main reasons that 
whites are always working themselves up 
(taking one side or the other) about black 
oppression is because it distracts them 
from looking at their own oppression and 
the oppressed conditions under which at 
least 87% of their number live. Just how 
many suburban tracts are there to go 
around? How many white children 
receive quality education? And of the

ones who do, how many of them find the 
jobs to make profitable and rewarding 
careers? For every 64 college trained job 
seekers, there is only one job. What 
happens to the other 63 college 
graduates? They end up in a variety of 
make-shift positions having nothing to do 
with the training they received in college 

And if you students will be honest 
with yourselves, you'll admit that, for 
most of you, attending coliege is just 
“marking time.” It's preferable to 
hanging around pool halls and the corner 
drugstore, but that’s about all. My 
husband attends because its part of the 
welfare department requirements (job 
training program) that qualifies us to 
receive welfare. And since he, myself and 
our children have formed a life-long 
addiction to eating and having shelter, he 
dutifully attends State along with the rest 
of you would-be inheritors of a “brave 
new world.” A world you will not have 
much longer if the three percenters have 
their way.

If you know only a smattering of

The anonymous SSC secretary 
writing in last Friday’s Hornet 
expresses an attitude that she 
learned well at home and in the 
same educational system that 
minority students are subjected 
to. A product of Amerikana at 
its worst, white racism has been 
systematically reinforced by 
curriculums, teacher attitudes 
and testing devices used in the 
nation’s public schools. 

Like ‘‘SSC Secretary”, the 
system demands from each 
succeding generation of 
non-anglo children, that they 
recognize the error of their ways 
and “Be White”. Blind to the 
causal relationship between an 
alien educational eavironment 
and an alienated student, the 
believers and advocates of white 
supremacy find evidence for 
their ‘theories’ in the fact that 
minority students reject the 
public school system that 
demands their failure. 

Perhaps one of the best 
illustrations of how the 
‘self-fulfilling prophecy’ works is 
a study that reversed the failure 
process. The study was made in 
a number of San Francisco 
elementary school grades in an 
economically depressed area that 
included significant percentages 
of minority children. The 
teachers were told by the 
researchers that certain children 
in the class were going to really 
jump ahead academically during 
the coming year? that test 





results indicated that these 
children were ready to make 
substantial progress. The tests 
didn’t indicate anything of the 
kind, but the result of the 
deception was that the children 
selected did in fact make 
measurable gains over their past 
school records of achievement. 

The faith that most teachers 
place in testing predictions 
works to the disadvantage of 
minority students under usual 
conditions, however. When 
coupled with teacher attitudes 
and textbooks that are likewise 
biased, ‘dropping-out’ becomes a 
self-defense mechanism for 
many Chicano, Black and Native 
American students. 

A recent study presented to the 
American Psychological 
Association by Jane Mercer, U 
C. Riverside professor, discussed 
what she called the 
‘Anglocentric’ IQ tests used by 
most psychologists: ** The tests 
are measuring, to a significatn 
extent, sociocultural 
characteristics.”” 


One method by which she 


determined this was to assign a 
PC ————_—=— 





weight to socioculturable 
variables representative of the 
majority culture children, such 

s “fathers who were reared in 
an urban environment”. The 
Chicano and Black children who 
scored highest on the standard 
IQ tests came from families that 
most approximate the majority 
culture social characteristics, and 
the scores of all the children rose 
or fell according to the number 
of sociocultural variables of the 
majority culture that were 
present in their background. Ms. 
Mercer concluded that “When 
social background was held 
constant there was no difference 
between the measured 
intelligence of Chicano and 
Anglo children...The situation is 
just as dramatic for Black 
children.” 

The tests, in effect, measured 
the degree of ‘Whiteness’ of the 
students. There is much more to 
Ms. Mercer's study and that kind 
of evidence is available to those 
who don’t feel compelled to 
maintain the myths of racism in 
order to camoflouge their own

Thank you for your letter. It 
is full of the type of questions 
which I had hoped, when I 
wrote that Dec. 1 column, that 
I would stimulate in the minds 
of my readers. It really was a 
letter to my mom, which I 
decided to print. As for a 
suggestion for what sort of 
dinner to have for the Christmas 
holidays, I suggest that you buy 
a copy of “The Natural Foods 
Cookbook”’, by Beatrice Trum 
Hunter, or a copy of “The Yoga 
Natural Foods Cookbook” by 
Richard Hittleman, and decide 
on what recipes you might like 
for yourself. By all means, do 
not limit yourself to a cookbook 
(I don’t, since I never eat any 
foods which are cooked and | 
have never found a cookbook on 
how to not cook); but merely 
use it as a possible source for 
inspiration and let your own 
creativity and imagination do 


the rest. 
I do suggest, however, if you 
are seriously considering 


studying the healthful properties 
of natural foods, that you find 
out about the different mediums 
in which different foods are 
digested and assimilated. The 
carbohydrates (sugars and 
starches), for example, need the

alkaline saliva of the 
mouth~—where the initial phases 
of digestion take place—and the 
alkaline juices of the intestine 


for final digestion. Proteins, 
however, pass through the 
mouth practically untouched 


and then activate the pepsin in 
the stomach, needed to split the 
protein molecule and bring forth 
the hydrochloric acid needed for 
complete protein digestion. 
Acids and alkalines, when 
brought together, can neutralize 
each other so that neither type 
of food is easily or thoroughly 
digested. This can result in 
fermentation of the 
carbohydrates, and putrification 
of the proteins in the intestinal 
tract, thereby creating toxins 
which will lower the vitality of 
the body. The chart which I 
have enclosed in this ietter will 
give you a clearer idea of which 
food combinations are good, and 
which should be avoided. You 
can see from this chart that an 
acid food like grapefruit and 
oranges, is a poor food to 
combine with grains, vegetables, 
or proteins; and thus, should be 
eaten by itself or in combination 
with other acid or sub-acid 
fruits.

Minimum Daily 
Requirements 


I try to keep my combination 
of ingredients in my meals to a 
maximum of five things, as too 
many different foods cause an 
undue stress on the digestive 
system. As you can see from this 
chart, one food at a meal (a 
fresh fruit or vegetable in 
season) is the most ideal for the 
easiest and the best digestion. 
The question of getting all one’s 
daily nutritional requirements is 
not, as is commonly assumed, a 
question of whether or not one 
has had enough to eat: but 
rather, a question of whether or 
not one has properly digested 
and assimilated what one has 


eaten. The “minimum daily 
requirements’’ and 
* “Recommended Daily 


Alluwances”, published in-Tood 
value tables in college textbooks, 
are basically worthless food 
industry propaganda, since 
vitamin values in food tabies 
may vary as much as 100 per 
cent, and since no provision is 
made in them to cover nutritive 
losses in food during storing, 
preparation. and cooking. These 
tables are usually prepared by 
either the National Academy of 


Sciences-National Research 
Council or the Nutritional 
Foundation, Inc., two 


organizations which are arms of 
the octopus-like 
military-industrial complex. To 


quote “Consumer Beware: Your 


Food and What’s Been Done to 
it,” by Beatrice Trum Hunter: 
“The Nutrition Foundation, 
created in 1941, is supported by 
the largest food processors and 
refiners in America. The listing 
of its Board of Trustees reads 


like a “Who’s Who” of the 
industry. Founding members 
included American Can, 
American Sugar Refining, 
Beechnut, California Packing, 
Campbell Soup, Coca-Cola, 
Container Corp., Continental 
Can, Corn Products Refining, 
General Foods, General Mills, 
HJ. Heinz, Libby McNeill & 
Libby, National Biscuit, 
National Dairy Products, 
Owens-lllinois Glass, Pillsbury 
Flour Milis, Quaker Oats, 
Safeway, Standard _ Brands, 


Swift, and United Fruit.” 


I consider natural food to be 


food which can be eaten without 
preparation, 
provided it for us. Organic food 
technically means food which 
has carbon in it, 
synthetic. 
criteria which Organic Merchants 
has set forth in defining organic 
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food: it does not contain any 
artificial flavor; artificial colcr; 
monosodium glutamate; 
synthetic sugar substitutes; salt 
substitutes, preservatives, 
emulsifiers, or chemicals; corn 
syrup; white sugar; bleached 
white flour; cottonseed 
products; or hydrogenated fats; 
and was grown without the use 
of ecologically destructive 
pesticides and chemical 
fertilizers. Furthermore, it must 
have been grown with organic 
composting materials, such as 
manure. Thus, an apple may be 
natural but not organic; or even 
organic but not natural once it is 
cooked. Your question of what 
regular food is has me stumped. 
Every meal, for me, is a new and 
exciting experience, quite 
different from my previous one. 
I should think that a “regular” 
meal, whatever that is, would be 
quite a disappointment 

Bulgar, which we used raw in 
a salad with other raw 
vegetables, is simply whole 

heat grains which have been 
cut (not milled) and sun-dried. 
For use, it is first soaked 
overnight in water. Tahini is a 
butter or paste made from 
whole, raw sesame seeds, and it 
is really quite a delicacy! 


Hygienic Conditions 


Notoriously Lax 


Certified raw milk is 
preferable to pasteurized milk 
not only because of its superior 
nutritive value, but because it 
must be produced in rigorously 
enforced sanitary conditions in 
order to be sold legally. The 
hygenic conditions under which 
milk to be pasteurized is 
procured are notoriously lax. 
F urthermore, pasteurization 
does not effectively kiil disease 


bacteria, as certain bacteria will © 


flourish at 
pasteurization temperatures. 
Pasteurization and 
homogenization are really trade 
techniques of the distributing 
industry, which allows them to 
sell inferior quality products and 
escape detection. Raw milk is 
available at Real Foods, at many 
health food stores, and at 
Camellia Dari at 5624 J St., for 
$0.87 or less per half-gallon. If 
you wish to sour raw cream, just 
add a tablespoon of fresh lemon 
juice to a pint of it, and place it 
in a bowl with a cover for a 
couple of days in a moderately 
warm place. You can sour milk 
the same way, and after it has 
soured for 2 ,3, or 4 days (when 
curds have formed), pour it 
through a cheesecloth. The way 
to do it is this: spread 
cheesecloth so that it forms a 
taut cover over a wide, deep 
bowl, and place a rubber band 
around the outer edge of the 
bowl. Pour the curdled milk 
through this into the bowl, so 
you now have the curds sitting

on ton. Then, remove the 
rubber band and lift up on the 
cheesecloth from its four 
corners, and bring them together 
above the curds so that they are 
now contained within the cloth, 
which is now in the shape of a 
bag. Hang this bag above the 
bowl, so that any remaining 
liquid will drain into the bowl. 
Let it drain like this for half a 
day or even a full day. The 
liquid in the bowl is whey. Some 
people say that this is a healthful 
drink, though I will not drink it 
as I do not like the taste. 


Pumpkin Pie 
Without Sugar? 


My friend who made the 
pumpkin pie without sugar or 
eggs said that he used agar-agar 
(a dried sea vegetation product 
which has gelatin-like properties) 
to bind the ingredients together, 
plus a little bit of cornstarch. He 
says he just put the dry agar-agar 
in the blender with the cooked 
pumpkin batter. He used honey 
for the sweetening; as sugar is 
not really a food, but a 
chemical. It may be that he 
prefers not to use eggs because it 
would be against his vegetarian 
principles, or it may be that he 
knows how acid-forming eggs are 
in their reaction within the 
body. Our preference of raw 
goat’s milk over raw cow’s milk 
is for the reason that cow’s milk 
is acid forming (-4.33 on Ragner 
Berg’s Nutritive Value Tables) 
while goat’s milk is alkaline, or 
acid-binding (+.65 on the same 
scale). 

I'm sorry that 1 cannot 
describe the difference between 
goat’s milk cheese and cow’s 
milk cheese to you. The 
complete difference in flavor is 
one of those nice things that 
you'll have to discover for 
yourself. As for color, if a cheese 
is not white in color, it has had 
food coloring added to it, which 
is a bummer. 

You are wrong in saying that 
we had mescal as our beverage. 
Carrot juice, grape juice, and 
apple juice were our only 
beverages at our Thanksgiving 
dinner. Mescal is not a drink, 
although I have heard that some 
booze-freaks make tequila out of 
it. Mescal is the name of the 
cactus plant on which peyote 
buttons are found. What we had 
was merely the root of that 
plant, which can be sliced into 
small sticks and chewed raw. 
Unlike peyote, it is neither 
hallucinogenic not bitter, nor is 
it illegal. It is rather sweet and 
closely resembles a cooked sweet 
potato in taste, with a 
caramel-flavored undertone. 


The Munchies 


Finally, in answer to your 
question of my getting hungry 
between meals, I find that I 
don’t. I have a healthy appetite 
when I do eat, but I don’t get 
“the munchies” like I used to, 
which means to me that I am 
satisfying all my nutritional 
needs. Ben Franklin used to say 
that in general, mankind, since 
the improvement of cookery, 
eats twice as much as nature 
requires. Another folk wisdom 
of which I am fond of 
quoting is, “I saw few die of 
hunger: of eating, a hundred 
thousand.”

Writer condemns 
male backlash 


EL. itor the Hornet: 

I am writing this rebuttal in 
regard to the recent commentary 
on the rape article. The 
commentary constitutes what 
could be described as Sac State’s 
male backlash~—a good kick in 
the ass to keep women in their 
place. The two “scholars,” the 
top debater of the debate team 
and the debate coach, chose to 
combine their expertise to better 
meet the challenge of defending 
male supremacy. 

They completely ignored the 
important points of the article.

Covert forms of 
oppression include wolf-whistles, 
dirty jokes, and other 
expressions of verbal rape. 
Combined sexyal sell 
advertisements, they serve as 
constant reminders of woman’s 
sexuality and thus her 
vulnerability. The threat of rape 
is reinforced in everyday life. 

The fear fostered in women of 
rape has hindered her mobility, 
expression and development of 
her natural potentiality. Her self 
defense of her own purity, so 
highly prized by society, is taken 
out of her hands, her muscular 
reflexes discouraged and her 
dependency upon masculine 
Strength is the result. Men 
continue to use their advantage 
to keep women abeyance under 
the guise of protecting them. 
The dependency upon masculine 
protection reinforces the 
woman-home ideology which 
removes feminine competition 
from society. 

“‘Respectable’’ men can absolve 
themselves from _ individual 
blame, they would never rape a 
woman. But they continue to 
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support the political and cultural 
institutions which perpetuate 
sexism. Our society sanctions 
the aggressive behavior of men 
which often has its outlet in 
violence, while at the same time 
encouraging passivity in women. 
Women are forced into a 
dilemma by society. where high 
premiums are placed upon 
sexual attractiveness but sexual 
purity is demanded. Thus the 
rape victim in trying to satisfy 
cultural standards may be 
condemned by the same culture 
for evoking an attack upon 
herself. 

To disregar? *\e significance of 
rape as a social and political 
force is to isolate the blame at 
the individual level. The man 
committing the crime is regarded 
as possessing an “abnormal 
personality.” The solution to 
rape is seen as removing certain 
sick individuals and by keeping 
women off the streets. Thus 
insult is added to injury by 
shifting the blame to women for 
her allowing or possibly 
encouraging the circumstances 
of the attack which leads to the 
worst debasement of her honor.
